1  ;  but  as  lie  admits,  that 
the  regulation  of  continuing  to 
ballot  until  fome  one  candidate 
fell  attain,  a  majority,  has  been 
generally  adopted  by  legislatures 
in  making  election*  confided  to 
them,  without  clifpuring  tneir  au- 
thority to  do  fo,  we  mould  hive 
been  mart  I  u'ly<  gratified  if  he  had 
pointed  out  the  impropriety  of  our 
Board  oi  ejectors  having  adopted 
the  fame  regulation.  Indeed,  he

b:  iced  aumilar  refruluion,  obliges 
ine  to  doubt  the  allertion  :  more 
efp^riclly,  as  the  great  object  of 
elections  is  to  afccrt:»hi  the  choice 
of  a  majority  of  thofe  who  have 
the  sight  of  flBFrage  ;  and  th<  on- 
ly realon  why  a  lcfs  number  than 
a  majority  is  permitted  to  decide 
a  popular  election,  IS  'he  impru'ti- 
cability,  in  that  lnlbince  of  carry- 
ing Into  execution  a  more  perfect 
arrnngemcst  ;  So  that  I  clnfec  no 
error  or  danger  in  a  fele-.T;  boa;  d 
of  electors  adopting  rules  lor  the 
attainment  of  that  object,  which 
could  not  be  sbfdfvefl  by  mete  nu- 
merous aflemblies  ;  jejft  as  Courts 
cf  jnlHc*  adopt  lad;  rules  ofprac- 
.  bus  are  conducive  »o  the  elds  of 
their  irdtirution,  without  intriding 
into  the  pVovincc  of  legillatois.
